He said he was not 
prepared to say whether or not he

It seemed almost certain that 
Lleutenant-Governor Walter Woo- 
dul would finish out at least part 
of the term of Governor Allred for 
the reason that the docket of the 
southern district is so heavy that 
his services will be needed In the 
autumn at least.

AS TO SUCCESSOR 


JUSTICE CARDOZO 


NEW YORKER OR RESIDENT 
OF FAR WEST BELIEVED TO 


HAVE CALL FOR PLACE 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—(XP>- 
Capital speculation over a succes- 
sor to Supreme Court Justice Ben- 
jamin N. Cardozo, who died Sat- 
urday after a long illness, center- 
ed today on two possible courses: 


1. President Roosevelt might se- 
lect Senator 
Robert F. Wagnci 


(D-NY) or some other New York- 
er, because the late justice was 
a resident of that state. 


2. He might appoint a resident 


of the Far West, because that re- 
gion is not now represented on the 
court. 


There IB, of course, no require- 


ment that the president follow 
either of those courses. 
In any 
event, he probably will make no 
appointment 
before fall, for the 
court is in recess until October. 


The few political leaders remain- 
ing In Washington's 
midsummer 
heat agreed that Mr. Roosevelt 
undoubtedly will choose a man of 
the same liberal views as the 68- 
year-old Cardozo, who had voted 
in favor of more New Deal legis- 
lation than any of his associates. 
One of his last major opinions up- 
held the constitutionality of the 
social security program.

the tip was inserted might dam- 
age nasal mucuous membranes. 


Under 
these 
circumstances, 
about 2,000,000 persons have been 
sprayed 
in epidemic regions in 


the last three summers without 
giving the preventive a real test. 
It is now known that in most in- 
stances the zinc never reached the 
Infantile paralysis "gate."

American Speed Flier 
Cuts Lindbergh's Time 
Same Flight In Half 


PARIS, July 11^—(IP)—Howard Hughes, after span- 


ning the Atlantic—New York to Paris nonstop—in less 
than half of C"l Charges A. Lindbergh's time, was de- 
layed tonight on his globe-circling flight by bad weath- 
er and slight damage to h's big twin-motored monoplane. 


He announced that he would not take off for Mos- 


cow on the second leg until tomorrow. 


The American flier had hoped to be off for Mos- 


cow within two hours after landing from 
his 
record- 


shattering crossing, 16 hours 35 minutes 
from 
New 


York, 


But at the last minute a slight crack was discovered 


in the tail of his plane. He estimated repairs would re- 
quire three hours. 


Hughes himself was at the controls when the plane 


was wheeled to the runway late in the afternoon pre- 
paratory for the takeoff for Moscow. 


But he wheeled it back into the hangar and a mem- 


ber of his crew said the take-off might be delayed un- 
til tomorrow. 


The delayed start gave mcchan-u 


Ics time also to straighten out a 
troublesome rudder 
control and 
a snarled antenna wire which had 
hampered radio communications. 


Asked to Stick Around. 
Just before the plane was re- 


turned 
to 
its 
hangar, United 


States 
Ambassador 
William C. 
Bullltt went up to It to say good- 
bye. 


"Walt a minute," Hughes shout- 


ed, "stick around, I m/vy, need 
you."

•CANDIDATE FOR CONGRESS 
SIXTH DISTRICT ADDRESSES 


CORSICANA CROWD 


Spoke Here Friday 


Fountain Klrby, Groesbeck dis- 
trict judge, spoke In the interest of 
his candidacy for nomination as 
Congressman from the sixth Texas 
district at the courthouse Friday 
evening. Despite the rains a short 
time before the speaking hour, a 
good crowd heard his address on 
the issues he maintained were In- 
tolved In the race for this post. 
Judge Klrby was Introduced by 
Roy Moore of Corsicana. Following 
the conclusion of his talk, Judge 
Kirby invited other candidates to 
speak. Robert Bergin of Madison- 
vllle, formerly of Corsicana, spoke 
in the interest of C. V. Terrell's re- 
election as railroad commissioner, 
and Miss Kathleen Reed spoke In 
the interest of her sister, Miss Lyda 
Reed, candidate for county clerk. 


In the beginning of his address, 
Judge Klrby declared he had never 
scratched a democratic party nomi- 
nee, and maintained he wai a 
Thomas Jefferson 
democrat. He 
Stated the present administration 
Should live up to the principles of 
the constitution and declared thai 
if the government 
was operated 


Contrary to the principles laid down 
in the constitution, disaster would 
follow.Scores Farm Program 


Launching into that portion of 
his address relative to things being 
done by the administration which 


''He disapproves, Judge Kirby lashed 
the present governmental farm pro- 
grant as being a silly mess. 
"Congress alone is 
responsible 
for the mess," Judge Kirby shout- 
ed. 


He voiced disapproval of the ac- 
tion of congress in putting the farm 
program in the hands of Secretary 
Wallace whom he termed a "Iowa 
Yankee who may never have seen 
a cotton stalk." 


The candidate rapped the action 
of 
congress 
In 
"appropriating 


money like drunken sailors" and 
declared tho cotton acreage had 
been cut down to where the farm- 
ers of the South can't pay their 
taxes. He said the program was a 
tariff 
proposition and that the 
manufacturing interests added the 
costs to their products and the peo- 
ple will pay the costs of the big ap- 
propriations. 
Judge Klrby approved the do- 
mestic allotment program as sought 
and fought for by J. E. McDonafd, 
state 
agricultural 
commissioner, 
but that proposal was discarded by 
' the higher authorities. He pointed 
out this plan would have been 
worth much more to the agricul- 
tural Interests than the present 
farm program, would have elimin- 
ated much red tape and the inci- 
dent large block of employes neces- 
sary to carry out the present pro- 
gram. He said this proposal would 
have placed the farmer on the pro- 
tective tariff basis with industry, 


Foreign Market Lost 
The candidate referred to the 
plank in the democratic platform 
in the national campaign six years 
ago. He said no one had raised a 
voice in congress on that matter 
despite the fact that the democrats 
had dominated both the senate and 
congress these years. He pointed 
out that the foreign cotton market 


J had been lost to the South. 
W Judge Kirby said prosperity was 
•enjoyed under President Woodrow 
^Wilson after tariffs had been re- 
,w' duced. 
Rapping the curtailment of agri- 
cultural production, the aspirant to 
the 
congressional post 
declared 
that history had shown that where 
by control in reduction of products 
had been tried, it had universally 
been unsuccessful in that other 
places whore it could be produced, 
increased acreage was employed 
The result was that the nation try- 
ing the control of price by reduc- 
tion of production lost the market 
and did not help the situation. He 
referred to England's rubber re- 
duction policy, Brazil's coffee cur- 
tailment and Canda's wheat acre- 
age reduction policy several years 
ago, all of which proved disaster- 
dus, according to the speaker, and 
were abandoned after losing their 
markets. 
"You can't bring prosperity by 
scarcity," Judge Klrby declared. 
>J He did not mention Congressman 


Luther A. Johnson, incumbent, by 
name during his address, but ap- 
pealed for a new congressman who 
will keep In touch with the people. 
He said that it was admitted ro- 


L 
cently from the stump by the pres- 
" ent incumbent that he didn't know 
the shape farmers were in. 
No "Yes" Man 
The candidate declared that if he 
was sent to Washington he would 
not be a "yes man or a rubber 
stamp," but would raise his voice in 
the interest of the people of this 
rich agricultural district. 
• The candidate rapped the cen- 
tralization of power and spoke for 
state rights to conduct their own 
affairs. He declared the county 
judge of a county should look after 
the old age assistance business like 
they formerly cjld tor the Confed- 
erate veterans and save all that 
money spent for investigators, etc, 
He rapped the government's re- 
quirements to participate in the 
state assistance program. 


Charging 
that

"whispering 
campaign" has been inaugurated 
against him-with special reference 
to injunctions 
granted by him, 


, Judge 
Kirby 
explained 
circum- 


' 
stances surrounding a number of 
\f Instances where the petitions were

ogies to make for his actions and 
would do the same thing ^.gain un- 
der the circumstances. He said the 
/injunction granted to stop the exe- 
icution of John W. Vaughn was in 
f order. The man was in jail and if 
he was Insane, he should not have 
been electrocuted. 


Saved Huge Sums 


The cotton truck injunctions 1ur- 


• ing the depression was to help the 
underdogs, he said, when the rail- 
road commission had declined and 
postponed hearings for permits. He 
said his truck injunctions had ma- 
terially reduced the rates on cot- 
ton to the export points, thereby 
saving huge sums to the cotton pro- 
ducers of this section. 
"If that is criticism, have at it," 


he declared. 
Criticizing the tenant-purchasing 


program of the government, Judge 
Klrby said there were 4.000 ten- 
ants In Navarro county. The gov- 
ernment program 
has 
been In 


operation for two years and one 
farm has been bought for a ten- 
ant. He said that if the 500 million 
dollars of the "present fool farm 
/program" had been used to buy 
good farms for deserving tenants 
to be repaid over a period of years, 
prosperity would be on Iti way 
back.

n a letter to Senator Logan (D-

wanted him "to traffic in 


udlclal appointments," a proposal 
vhlch ha said put him, Logan and 
5enate Majority Leader Barkley of 
Kentucky "into a most disagreeable 
Ituation and wholly without any 
cause therefor." 


The letter, given out by Logan's 
issoclates here today, was dated 
February 1. It wai written shortly 
after Logan 
had 
announced he 


would not resign from the senat* 
o accept a judicial appointment. 


His resignation would have open- 
ed tho way for Governor Chandler 
0 run for his senate seat. When 
jogan did not step out, Chandler 
announced In opposition to Bark- 
ey. Yesterday President Roosevelt, 
n a speech at Covlngton, Ky., en- 
dorsed Barkley's candidacy by cli- 
ng his record in congress in a 
engthy and laudatory manner. 
Last night at Bowling Green— 
Logan' home town—the President 
said Logan had "stood firm against 
dragging the judiciary into a poli- 
tical campaign."

'dent, in a recent talk to the 
National Education Associa- 
tion, set forth the duty not 
only, of the nation's educa- 
tors but of all citizens who 
have anything to do with 
spreading truth and influ- 
encing opinion. And that 
means nearly all of us. 


Anyone 
who imagines 


that this duty is not import- 
ant, that the truth will take 
care of itself, need only 
listen 
to 
the 
incredible 


things believed by some of 
the . American 
exchange 


students coming back from 
Nazi Germany, or by trav- 
elers who may have spent a 
few days or weeks in well 
organized propaganda tours 
of Italy or Russia. 


Truth is hard to get and 


hard to hold in these days 
of 
deliberate 
perversion, 


dictatorship and mass-delu- 
sion. Truth is impossible 
without freedom, and free- 
dom is impossible without 
truth. In America, perhaps 
the greatest present reser- 
voir of these 
values, 
we 


need to strive harder than 
ever to^keep them alive.

HITCH HIKERS OF 1938 


PRICE REDUCTION 


One of the most striking 


business developments late- 
ly has been the substantial 
reduction of steel prices, fol- 
lowed by reductions in ce- 
ment and some other raw 
materials where prices had 
been held steady for some 
time. 
This tendency has 


been especially impressive 
at a time of notable upturn 
in the price of industrial 
securities. 


Normally 
security 
and 


commodity prices tend to 
rise and fall together. Some 
explain the divergence in 
this case as a result of the 
President's insistence 
that 


prices have been too high, 
especially in the heavy in- 
dustries. It may be an ex- 
perimental concession to the 
government, to be reversed 
later if it doesn't work. Or 
the heads of the industries 
concerned may be experi- 
menting of their own ac- 
cord, to find out whether 
low prices combined with 
high wages can really pro- 
duce a profit. 


Henry Ford has repeated- 


ly priced his cars 
below 


the estimated cost of pro- 
duction, trusting to stimu- 
lated markets and newly 
forced economies to come 
out with a profit, and has 
usually succeeded. Maybe 
other industries are begin- 
ning to take a leaf out of 
his book. 


If there is any way of ob- 


taining 
an 
"economy of 


plenty" instead of an "econ- 
omy of scarcity" it prob- 
ably lies in this direction. 


DRUG* WAR. 


There is a phase of the 


war in China that may be 
even more sinister than air 
bombardment or 
machine 


gun fire. It is the deliber- 
ate cultivation of illicit traf- 
fic in opium. Charges have 
been made by the Chinese 
ambassador at Washington 
and by the United States 
member of the Opium Ad- 
visory Committee 
of 
the 


League of Nations, that the 
Japanese army is fostering 
the trade and hampering 
the efforts of the Chinese 
government to end poppy 
growing and to restrict the 
use of opium and its nar- 
cotic derivatives. 


The Japanese member of 


the opium committee 
as- 


serts that any Japanese en- 
gaged in this traffic are 
merely "shipping agents", 
and that the 
responsible 


parties are the government's 
of the new states in China 
—states set up, by the way, 
by Japan and with puppet 
governments under control 
from Tokyo. 


American 
travelers 
-in 


Japanese-occupied territory 
in 
China 
have reported 


large fields of poppies in 
full bloom. It is said fur- 
ther that the Japanese are 
importing tons of the more 
concentrated 
drug 
from 


Iran

FRANKNESS. 


At 
the 51st quarterly 


meeting of the New Eng- 
land Council at Woodstock, 
Vt, the other day, Presi- 
dent James V. Hook told 
the assembled business and 
public leaders that business 
needed to be more frank 
with the public. 


"The public must be told 


the truth about business, 
even though it involves di- 
vulging: so-called inside in- 
formation that in the past 
has been considered sacred 
property to be 
withheld 


from others at all costs. 
The place to begin is in 
tho indivdual plant. Data 
collected by manufacturers' 
associations and thrown to- 
gether for mass presenta- 
tion is not enough. 
The 


workers in your plant and 
the interested neighbors in 
your town require a more 
intimate picture." 


Mr. Hook said he did not 


mean that "business should 
open its vaults to all com- 
ers nor run to newspapers 
or radio every time a new 
policy is evolved or an old 
one discarded." 


"But 
I cannot see," he 


added, "why anyone should 
object to informing the pub- 
lic about the darting wages 
in his plant, or the number 
of hours his plant works 
per week, or what his poli- 
cies are in connection with 
sickness, 
accident, 
over- 


time, 
lay-offs, 
dismissal 


wages of workers, or vaca- 
tions. I cannot see how any 
industrialist could object to 
explaining to workers and 
the public what has hap- 
pened in the past years to 
his sales dollar—the only 
dollar he has with which 
to keep his business going." 


Business, he 
continued, 


"must look beyond its own 
immediate profits, impor- 
tant as they are, for the 
principle upon which those 
profits rest. It must under- 
stand its mission to the eco- 
nomic and social structure, 
and think of profits only 
a? the reward for services 
well rendered." 


These are somewhat sol- 


emn words, but well worth 
speaking and heeding. Any 
business that assumes such 
responsibility 
toward 
its 


workers, interested neigh- 
bors and the "economic and 
social structure" will surely 
be one that is honest, play- 
ing fair with all concerned. 
If workers, neighbors and 
government do the same, 
all should profit

Mayor Hague of Jersey 


City seems to have been 
misunderstood by a lot of 
his fellow-countrymen. Ee- 
proof for widespread crit- 
icism of the mayor comes 
from Rome, in a statement

.ime they were purchased. They 
thus have Impeded progress while 
protecting their own process of 
manufacture of products." 


He suggested legislation requir- 


ing a patent holder to make use 
of a patent within five years or 
allow others to use It. Patent 
holders now may 
retain 
exclu- 


sive rights for 17 years. 
Arnold, the justice department 


representative on (he 
monopoly 


committee, indicated that patents 
and patent pools would he a ma- 
jor subject for study.
